To Augusta has succeeded Mrs. Shaw, another beautiful woman, in a far dif¬ 
ferent style. She opened in Knowles’s play of “The Love Ghace,” one of the 
most elegant of modem comedies. Her Constance is better than any we have 
seen, though Miss Trek and Miss Curros have each played it at the Park. It 
suits well her gay and dashing style ; the llow of spirits ai.d exuberant gaiety 
which belong to Constance, seem natural to this lady, and in several passages site 
brings down the loudest cheers’. But m chiding, site should have a care, lest site 
“overstep the modesty of nature.” The wit and sarcasm of Constance are quite 
cruel enough for him, witho it recourse to uu actual drubbing of the man, or any 
approach to it 

Mrs. Siiaw appeared last night as Meeta , in Knowles’ new play of the "Maul 
of Maricndorpt,'' and will thus again enjoy the advantage ol forestalling public 
sentiment, and giving her own impression of the character. This responsibility 
is not slight, but when assumed by a clever woman, is richly rewarded. Wc ro- 
gret being compelled to state that the piece docs not in the slightest degree equal 
general expectation, and must soon bo shelved, with “ The Beggar of Bethnal 
Green ” and “The Wrecker’s Daughter.” Mrs. Shaw’s Meeta was a very chaste 
and graceful portraiture ; she was the very impersonation of the old minister’s 
affectionate, high-soulcd daughter. Chii*i*endale’s Gen. Kleiner was very cle¬ 
ver, and the same may be said of the Joseph of Richincs, and the Muhldcnuu 
of Hiei.d, though neither part seems over two or three “ lengths,” while those of 
Esther and Hans (Mrs. Wheatley and Fisher) appeared interminable. The 
plot is meagre, and unskilfully developed, and there is hardly a striking incident in 
the whole five acts; the only “point ” made was by an unfortunate supernume¬ 
rary, who, in rushing on the stage, as a soldier, to rescue Muhldcnau from prison, 
tripped, and rolled heels over head, to the evident gratification of the audience, it 
one might judge from the way he “ brought down the house !” The dialogue, es¬ 
pecially that between Esther and llans, is insufferably stupid, and it would not 
far exceed the truth to remark, that the comic scenes were the only ones the au¬ 
dience did not laugh at. 

“Tont Noddy’s Secret” was played for Augusta’s benefit. We retract all we 
said last week of the excellence of Placidf. and Mrs. Richardson in their parts. 
Their performance on Monday convinced us how entirely we had previously under¬ 
rated them. Sure such a contrast was never before seen, and excellent as we 
had before thought them, on this last occasion they altogether outdid themselves. 
Placide’s Tom Noddy is one of the best things he ever did, and the roars of laugh¬ 
ter ho can create in it are continuous. A similar, though slighter improvement 
could be perceived in each other character, and is to be attributed to the bene¬ 
ficial influence of an audience, improved in number and character. 

On Thursday evening the tragedy of “ Velasco ” was played for the third time, 
and for the benefit of its author, Mr. Epks Sergeant .The house was a brilliant 
one, though not large, and the tragedy was received with great applause through¬ 
out. Mr. Sergeant may well congratulate himself on the complete success of his 
tragedy, even in the hands of those who wmuld find it dilficult to give much effect | 
to the best production in our language. When we remember the youth,—the inex- ; 
perience and the retiring modesty of the amiable author of “ Velasco,” it seems , 
astonishing to us that he has been enabled to write a tragedy that yields to few of 
the modern school in boldness of conception and dramatic power. From the rise 
of the curtain to the conclusion, the listc»er is riveted to the stage, and he must 
have little feeling or poetry in his composition, who does not find his eyes full and 
his heart swellen at some one of those brilhant points profusely scattered through 
the piece. 

We trust the success of “Velasco” will stimalate Mr. Sergeant to farther ef¬ 
forts, and that, ere long, we may have the pleasure of announcing another pro¬ 
duction from his classic and able pen.

Col. Ramsay, — Sir —I see published in your paper of trie 14th ult, under 
■cover of explanation, signed by aMr. James Ciark, remarks, well calculated to im¬ 
pugn the character and decision of the President, Vice Presidents, and a highly 


*e-~pectabic portion of the E. Teqn. Jockey Club, at their late meeting at Bean s 
Station. In support of which he has given the names of 14 persons, not one of 


whom are inembcis of the Association. I will state the facts (in justification of 
the Club,) as they were detailed upon Mr. Clark’s appeal. The colts were call¬ 
ed up the 2d tune, as Mr. Clark states, and the President charged that the colts 
should no: be let loose until the tap of the drum, and that he would tap the drum 
whenever he saw the coits in like position, whether they might be a little in ad¬ 
vance of the line or behind. The colts came up, the drum was tapped, Mr. 
Clark's colt got a very bad start, owing to his holding on to his colt improperly. 
The race resulted in Nolachucky’s favor (without any thing to spare). Mr. Clark 
wav much dissatisfied with the start, and took an appeal from the decision of the 
Judges. The Club was called together—the judges and any other member inte¬ 
rested by betting or otherwise, withdrawing. Members constituting the quorum 
-were—Col. Win. Kyle, of Hawkins; Col. Samuel Bunch, of Grainger; Mr. 
James Hoard, of Hawkins; J. P. Tipton, Esq., of Carter; Maj. Win. Rut¬ 
ledge, of Sullivan; Maj. J. P. McCarty, of Hawkins; Mr. George Rutledge, of 
Sullivan; and Mr. J. Mavse, of Grainger; Orville Bradley, Esq. in the Chair;— 
and after an investigation of the whole matter, it was unanimously ordered that 
the appeal be dismissed, and the decision of the judges confirmed. Now ii Mr.
